The question of whether or not 
a $200,000 bond issue should be 
raised by the town for the in- 
stallation of storm sewers and 
drains along Rogers brook will be 
one of the most important matters 
to come before the spec ial town 
meeting, slated for Memorial 
Auditorium Monday evening at 7 
p.m. The spec ial meeting will 
consider some seven special ar- 
ticles in the warrant. The meet- 
ing was called by the board ‘ol 
selectmen as the result of action 
taken at the first of the two an- 
nual town meetings when it was 
found the articles concerning 
Rogers brook failed to provide 
for a bond issue. 

At that time, the selectmen 
agreed to call a special town 
meeting at which time the articles 
for the raising of a bond issue 
would be presented in proper je- 
val form to the electorate. 

In addition to the Rogers brook 
matter, there will be a request 
for an appropriation of $8000 for 
a study of the town building fa- 
cilities and possible improvement 
of the office space there. This 
action followed the refusal of the 
town meeting to Support an ar- 
ticle calling for the erection of a 
new $375,000 town office build- 
ing on the town-owned Shaw prop- 
erty. 

Funds for the planning board 
will also be sought on Monday 
evening, while there will be ar-
